In the Natives Who Ex- 


press Friendship 


BUUIWAYO, April 17.—A feeling of ap- 


prehension as to what the nest step oi 
the revolting Matabeles will be per- 
moatea all circles here. Information 
coming from the country around makes 
it certain that the natives are preparing 
an offensive movement against this 
place. The number of Matabelea re- 
ported gathering at points near by is 
sufficient to appall the hearts of even 
experienced lighters. There is a dread 
in the minds of many that the place is 
in danger of being overwhelmed by a 
rush of hordes of Matabeles, and the 
inhabitants put to a wholesale massacre. 


The fear of treachery is added to the 


apprehension of overwhelming numbers. 
Many indications point to a connivance 
with the war parties of supposed friendly 
natives. There are many of the latter 
in the town itself, and no white man 
feels sure how far he can trust his dusky 
associates or servants. 


On Wednesday evening three Dutch 


scouts were sent out from here to secure 
some definite and accurate information 
of the position and movements of the 
natives. What they have found has 
served little to relieve the anxiety and 
BUBuenBO. They report that the Mata- 
beles are gathered like ants in a hill 
on the Umzusa river, only six miles 
north oi here. That some treacherous 
plot is being concocted is indicated by 
the fact that native women are secret- 
ing European clothes. The native men 
on the Veldt wear the native costume, 
while moat of those in Buluwayo wear 
clothes approaching the European fash* 
ion. By attiring the native warriors in 
European garments the

HIGH SCHOOL SENATE. 


After transacting some minor business 


at the morning session, tbe supervisors 
drove out to the county hospital in tho 
afternoon, to make the usual monthly 
inspection. 


The buildings, which look decidedly 


improved by tbe new coat of paint, were 
very thoroughly inspected. The four 
members present, Wickereham, Garrett, 
Rose and Sayre, went into every ward, 
and into the kitchen and refectory just 
at tbe time tho evening meal was being 
served. They examined the cooking 
utensils, sampled tbe bread, looked ut 
the contents of the dishes aud found 
everything Btrictl> "O.K." 


The most striking feature of the many 


-iii prove iiieuta that have been made by 
tbe present administration is in the 
operating room. The anatomical prepa- 
rations which so long uselessly occupied 
space in a cabinet, and which scared 
the wits out of inquisitive visitors who 
peered behind its curtains, have been 
removed and destroyed. The space has 
been utilized for the many needed ac- 
cessories of an operating room and it ie 
no exaggeration to say that the Freeno 
county hospital ia now as well equipped 
to meet grave emergency cases as any 
hospital in the state. 


One of the latest improvements ie the 


placing of three tables connected with 
rubber bags containing ateriltaed water 
and an aseptic eolation of bichloride of 
mercury directly over the operating ta- 
ble BO that the fluids are immediately 
available just when aud where wanted, 
without the old lime inconvenience ol 
bottles and buckets. There is icarcely 
any operation in surgery which cannot 
now be performed iu the county hospi- 
tal, and under conditions far more 
favorable to the patient'a recovery than 
heretofore. 
The new social aseptic ward with its 


four beds is also complete and ready for 
use at any time. This will be devoted 
to patients whose condition is Buch 
as to be endangered by possible con- 
tamination with the germs always float- 
ing in tho atmosphere of a general hos- 
pital ward. 


At the present time the number of pa- 


tients in tho institution is quite low, es- 
epecially iu the ward usually devoted to 
fevor cases. The uumber of these cases 
always increases ia tbe autumn, and de 
ilinea in the winter and spring. 


The consumptive ward also containi 


an unusually small number of c 
the female wards there are six patients 
The supervisors visited these wards and 
found everything iu a clean and satisfac 
tory condition.
